This weekend we have the incredible pleasure and honor- 
ing of hearing life journeys from just a few of our young 
adults. Being a young adult myself, I am always fascinated to 
hear different stories and to hear where each of us began our 
journeys. Something I think that is very important as we hear 
these stories, and as we look at our own stories, to under- 
stand who the Author is. Our Psalm today gives us a very bla- 
tant hint of who this is. The Psalm uses "He" & "His" 17 times 
in just 9 verses. This "He" is the Lord. It is God who writes the 
story, who invites us on this journey. 

This is not just any story, but a perfectly written, crafted 
story that only Jesus can take and make right. It has always 
been neat to read the Bible in the areas that refers to God as 
the "author" of things. Hebrews 2:10 says. 

"It was fitting that God, for whom and through 
whom everything exists, should make the author of 
their salvation perfect through suffering." 

I realize more and more, that even through the junk of my 
life, the ups and the downs, God has a greater story than any- 
thing I could have ever anticipated. You see, our salvation 
began with a story; a story that began in the garden, so long 
ago. It was there that we were all made perfect "in His like- 
ness," but through our desire for things other than God, we 
try and "author" our own stories. This has led to the torn and 
tattered pages, so many of us call "life." 

You see, I am learning that even where, in my past, I have 
written pages and pages worth of garbage in my life, God 
writes the "right" in my life! That is the beauty of His story 
and mine. He is our salvation, and the author that makes 
right the wrongs we have written.
